Therefore S.Pau/ hauin 
demanded; What is the preferment of the lew? and what « 
the profit of circumciſion? anſwereth ; Much every manner of 
way,and chiefly ,becanſe unto them were committed the oracles 
of God: Rom.3.1.2. 

Burt fince wee Gerteles were not priuiledged by any of 
theſe graces, but were ſtrangers from the coucnant, and 
wholly inthralled into the captiuitie of {inne, and Satan ; | 
herein the loue of Godis more ſpectable, and more com- | 
mended in vs, then in them, becauſe he quickened + alſo, | 
when we were dead in ſinne, So thatnow, we are ſucceeded | 
into the ſtate, nay more, into the very name of the /eWes | 
themſelues. For he zs a lew, who is one within: Rom.2.28, And! 
weare the circumciſion, which worſhip God in the ſpirit, Phi-| 
lip.2.3. | 

Fs itis true (my brethren) that God delighteth nor in 
outward things, without an inward affeCtion; not in Cere- 
monies,not in Sacraments, not in Sacrifice, not in his owne 
People. Nay more ; Chritt acknowledgeth not the bleſſed 
Virgin to be his Mother,if ſpe heare not his word,and keepe it: 
Luk.8.21, Whereby he did not reprooue her, but inſtruct 
others, in this behalfe, 

It is not, therefore, ſucceſſion from worthie perſons, it rs 
not birth from religious fathers, it isnot the ſplendor, and 
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dignitie of a particular place, vpon which wee may ſecurely 
reſt:

5.40.Her body lay yctin her fathers houſe; and there 
ſhe was raiſed vp vnto lite. The ſecond, in the widowes 
ſonne : Luk.7.12, His bodice was carried foorth into the ci- | 
tie; and therc he was raiſed vp vnto life.

and there he was raiſed vp vnto life. 

Now our ſpirituall death was of thelaſt, and worſt ſort. 
We were dead in the habit, and cuſtome of finne; dead in 
all our faculties, and powers, Dead in the W:ll,which is the 

ueene-regent of the ſoule ; dead in the Vnaerſtandive, 
which is her Counſellor; dead in the Memorre, which is her

And now, as the Prophet /eremy ſpake literally of his | 
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force ſaith S. Paul; God ſerteth ont his loue toWvard ws, ſeeing 
that, while we were jet ſinners, Chriſt died for vs. Rom. 5.8, | 
While we were yet /z-ers; dead in {inne,and had no meanes 
to rehicue our ſclues, 

For,if in our reſtitution vntolife, we had prevented God 
in dehire,or cooperated with him inaCt,his loue had not bin 
ſo ſetforth, as now it is. But the tructh is; we were paſſiue, 
. not aQtiue, in this excellent work; and ſo paſſiue, that there 
| wasnothing in vs, to concurre with God, It was not a ſlum- 
| ber, and ſo we were awaked ; it was nota wound,and ſo we 
were healed ; but it was death, and ſo we were raiſed vp a- 
 gaine :notby any vertue within vs,but by an externall pow- 
er, For what motion, or actiuitie is therein a dead bodie,to 
raiſe vp it ſeife ? None, Theretore,as,in his creation,eLdam 
' was made almng ſoule, when God breathed the breath of life 
' into him; Geneſ.2.7, ſo,in his renouation(for he was an o/d 

eAdam,aslouneas he was a nc) God infpired grace into 
him ; and eAdam was quickencd againe from the death of 
the ſoule, 

Whereby,as we learne, how much we owe vnto God,and 
how little ynto our felues, in this worke of our reſtitution 
ynto the life of grace ; ſo we may behold, and hate the turpi- 
tude, and deformitie of ſinne, from this one effe& ; that ze 
putteth vs in the ſtate of dead men : as Saint Paul (peaketh of 
the widow, liuing inpleaſure : ſhe is dead, even While ſhe li- 
weth, Alpirituall death in a naturall life, 7hox haſt a name 
(faith God ynto the church of Sarde; Apocal. 3.1.) that thou 
line$t,but thou art ae:d, AndiolI may ſay vnto a finfull man; 
it is but a name, a ſhadow of life, which thou haſt. For 
though thy body liue by thy ſoule , yet thy ſoule liueth not 
by grace ; and,conſequently,thou art ſeparated from G op, 
the author, and fountaine of thy life. |

hath ſhewed his Iuſtice, his Power, and his Loue,His inj/?ice, 
in the puniſhment of finne : his power,in conquering the tor- 
ces of Satan : his /oze,in redeeming captiues, 

2. The Time — is the ages to come, For he hath made his 

wonderfull workes to be had mmremembrance.Plal.111.4. He 
ſ{uffereth them not to be obſcured in darkneſfſe,norburicd in 
obliuion, Therfore he ſheweth them 72 rhe ages to come ; not

did thus declare his kindneſſe, but yet in i5tce allo, S, Ber- 
ard deſcribeth it ingeniouſly, and bringeth in the Sonne of 
God,fpeaking in this manner. Behold how, for my ſake,my 
Father doth loſe his creatures, The Angels affeted my | 
highneſſe; but preſcntly he ſirooke them with an incurable 
wound. Then, Man affected my knowledge; ypon him alſo 
my Father had no pity, neither did his eye {pare him. Hath 
he,then, care of oxen? He made onely two noble creatures, 
partakers ofreaſon, and capable offelicity ; to wit, Argels, 
and Men : but loe, for me, he hath deſtroyed all Men, and 
many Angels, Now,therefore, that men may know, how ] 
loue the Father; recipiat per me, quos quedammodo, propter 
”e, amiſtſſe videtar ; Let him receiue them againe, by my 
meanes, whom he ſcemeth,in a manner, to haue loſt for my

Here, then, was a fit caſe, wherein the kindneſle of God }. 


So the Sonne of God reſtored vs againe ynto his Father, 
by iuſtice,paying the juſt price,and ful ranſom of our ſinnes, 
Thou haſt redeemed vs unto God, by thy bloud, Apocal.5.9.By 
the expenſe of his temporall, he hath purchaſed our eternall 
life, That we might haue it, as a gift, he hath giuen him- 
ſelfe for vs. Therefore well ſaiththe Apolile here in my text;

Hebr.1 2.2. If we ſecke faluati>n; it is in his name :if any 
gifcs of the ſpirit; they are in his vaCtion : if fortitude it is 
in his dominion : if purity; itisin his conception: if indul- 
gence; itis in his natiuity : if redemption; iris in his paſſion: 
ifabſolution; itis in his condemnation : if remiſſion of the 
curſe; it is in his croſle : if atisfaction; it isin his ſacrifice: 
if purgation; itis in his bloud : if mortification; it is in his 
graue :ifnewneſle of life; it is in his reſurreCion : ifimmor-

take heed of your affettions, which alwaies contriue "a: 
treaſonable plotagainſt your vnder/{anding.Let the affeRi- 
ons be a ſeruant as Hagar, your reaſon, free as Sarah: it they 
contend, "1 caſt out the bond Woman, and her ſonne, 
ThusI (miſerable, diſftrefled I) like ao blind eAramire, 
was conducted into idolatrous Samara, and neuer thought

Hieromes cenſure ; Pwerilis eſt iattantia, accaſands illuſtres 
viros, ſuo nomini famam querere,itisa childiſh vauntin any, 
by accufing illuſtrious men,to ſeeke his owne exiſtimation, 
and fame, But they haue taken ſome amends of me, accor- 
divg to their will ; there are others, vnto whom 1 would 
makeamends, according to my power, I will name one, in 
ſtead ofall;the moſtReuerend Archbiſhop of Yorkeza faire 
iewel, a rich diamond of this Church. 

Vponhim this euill aſperſion was long ſince caſtby Edm. 
Campian, andlately renewed by me ; to wit, that his Grace,
